DETAILED ACTION 

The Response, filed on October 13, 2010 lias been entered and acl<nowledged 
by tlie Examiner. 

Applicant's arguments filed regarding claim 1 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the application has been withdrawn. 
Claims 1-14 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the 
electroluminescent device having structure with the combination of limitations as 
claimed and particularly the limitation of the rear electrode layer as a whole being 
situated in the recess and electrically isolated by the insulating layer. 

Claims 2-14 are allowed because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
